Nikola Tesla 



THE NAME of Nikola Tesla will always 
be associated with the invention and earlier 
developments of the induction motor. In fact, 
at one time this type ol iq;>par8tU3 was known 
■iMoat odusively as the TTesIa** motor. 

Teda devised this raolor b.-c!: near the be- 
ginnings of the electrical business, when prac- 
tieaUy everything was built bgr "cut and tiy** 
methods, and none of the accurate analytical proc- 
esses of later days had been developed. It may be 
said broadly tluiL Tcshi know U\o fundamental 
facts — first, that if a ma^'ueL were nio\e(] across 
a sheet of conducting metal, it would lend to 
drag this metal along; and, — second* that the 
cffecig of snch a moving majrnet conid be pro- 
duced by suiU.My di-sj^sed polyjihase currents 
acting on a stationary magnetic structure.

Matropolitan Opera Company) will be 
koaad hi aaaaoft at Waadlaad Aadttaftom 
Moaday night.
